CAPTURE 422 BIG GUNS 


Paris Says Troops Are Continu- 
ing Progress—Heavy_ Fight- 
ing Near Chavignon. 


PARIS, Nov. 3.—-The French are 
advancing between the Oise Canal 
and the region of Corbeny and have 
reached the south bank of the AI- 
lette River, the War Office an- 
nounces. , 

The Germans have retreated to 
the north bank of the river. The 
bridges across the Ailette were de- 
stroyed by the Germans. Since Oct. 
23 the French have captured 422 
guns and 720 machine guns. 

The announcement follows: 

“In the course of the night our 
troops continued to make progress 
between the Oise Canal and the re- 
gion of Corbeny, and reached the 
south bank of the Ailette River over 
this entire front. (Friday night's 
official French communication, in 
which the beginning of this move- 
ment evidently was announced, has 
not been received.)

ROME, Nov. 3.-—Austro-German 
pressure was more noticeable on the 
left wing of the Itallan armies on the 
Tagliamento line, says the official 
statement issued today by the Italian 
War Office. Attempts made by the 
Teutons to reach the right bank of 
the river, the statement adds, has 
been detained by the Italian troops.

Gen. Cadorna has halted on the 


western bank of the Tagliamentu 
River momentarily at least to face 
the oncoming Austro-Germans. The 
eastern bank of the river, Berlin 
reports, has been cleared of Italians 
from the Vella Valley, where the 
Tagliamento turns westward near 
Tolmezzo, to the Adriatic. 

Italian guns’ are bombarding the 
invaders along the new line, but ap- 
parently no attempt has yet been 
made by the Austro-Germans tc 
force a crossing of the river. There 
are no indications as to the where- 
abouts of the Austro-Germans re- 
ported driving through the Camic 
Alps early in the week in an attempt 
to turn the flank of hurrying troops 
and guns into the Trentino. . This 
might be meant either to strengthen 
the Austrians there or to start a 
drive south from Trent in an attempt 
to cut off the Italians now on the 
Venetian piains. 


Swiss Believe Teutons Plan to En- 
trench on the Tagliamento. 
GENEVA, Switzerland, Nov. 3.— 
Swiss soldiers stationed on the Alpine 
heights on the frontier in the Canton 
of GriSons report that since the Ger- 
mans captured Udine, the number of 
troop trains going in the direction of 
Trent has been doubled. The Swiss 
troops say that when heavy artillery 
trains are passing the Germans make 
smoke curtains at exposed points to 
prevent the number of guns being 
ascertained by onlookers.

The first definite information was 
thus given that the Austro-Germans 
had crossed the Isonzo-in a huge of- 
fensive. Friday night the gravity of 
the situation led to the consideration 
of a retirement of the army and the 
removal of the headquarters west- 
ward. The commander of the troops 
in this section read to them, with 
emotion, Gen. Cadorna’s stirring ap- 
peal to the soldiers to stand firm, 
and all joined in loyal shouts of 
“Long Live Italy.’’ 

Saturday morning the correspond- 
ent was summoned at daybreak and 
informed that all must leave at once 
as the headquarters had been re- 
‘moved. The railway was given over 
to troops, artillery and stores. Pri- 
vate trains and the telegraph had 
been suspended. 

All sorts of vehicles and horses 
were impressed for military require- 
ments. Throngs of persons were 
walking along the roads and the ref- 
ugees, men, women and 
were carrying the pitiful remnants 
of their household goods salvaged in 
their flight before the invaders. 

The correspondent succeeded in 
boarding an automobile of the last 
British Red Cross unit to leave. A 
final look at midnight from the top 
of the Red Cross building found 
that the eastern horizon was ablaze 
with. continual explosions as the 
Italians blew up munition depots 
and bridges to impede the advance 
of the enemy and screen their retire- 
ment. A flerce bombardment was 
punctuated with star shells from 
either side, while the gunners at- 
tempted to discover their opponent's 
position.

PLAN TO CONSCRIPI 
AUTOPLANTS TAKEN 
UP BY WAR BOARD 


Manufacturers Pledge Oo-opera- 
tion in Whatever Steps May 
Be Deemed Necessary. 


OUTPUT MAY BE _ CUT 


Industry Likely to Be First to 
Have Plants Diverted to 
War Work. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—A Gov- 


ernment project now under advise-. 


ment would curtail greatly the mar- 
ufacture of nonessential commodities 
during war time and would utilize 
the plants for the production of m1- 
terials needed for the conduct of the 
war. 

At a conference of automobile and 
accessories manufacturers with Gov- 
ernment officials yesterday plans 
were discussed for the partial utiliza- 
tion of each factory for the making 
of munitions and other fighting ne- 
cessities. Co-operation with the Gor- 
er ent was nledged by managers 
and it was decided to appoint a com- 
mittee to work with the automative 
products section of the Council of 
National Defense. 

Other Conferences to Follow. 

The conference is the first of many 
to be held with makers of nonessen- 
tials as the progress of the war 
makes greater demands on the coun- 
try’s resources. All such industries 
probably will be called upon to fall in 
line behind the Government in cur- 
tailing the production of everything 
not making a direct contribution to 
the nation’s fighting efficiency, in 
conserving coal and raw materials 
and in relieving the strain on the 
transportation system. 

Business men directing the Gov- 
ernment’s war expenditures have 
found it advisable to take their work 
to established factories rather than 
to create new agencies for making 
war supplies. In this way greater ef- 
ficiency has been obtained and indus- 
trial organizations built up by pri- 
vate enterprise have been kept to- 
gether. 

Curtailment of production of mo- 
tor vehicles was said to have been 
taken yp first because of the manu- 
facturers’ voluntary offer of co-oper- 
ation, because of the highly organ- 
ized nature of the industry’ and b2- 
cause the problem of obtaining raw 
materials, also used in the manufac- 
ture of munitions, had become seri- 
ous for the automobile men, The ex- 
tent of the decrease in production 
probably will be “very substantial,” 
to be effected gradually as portions 
of the plants are diverted to the man- 
ufacture of war supplies. 

Everything will depend on the 
Government’s needs and no step will 
be taken until the War Industries 


| Board is sure it is for the good of 


the country. 
Labor Questions Considered. 

Particular attention was paid to 
the question of employing men now 
at work in factories where products 
may be curtailed, and it was state‘ 
that no action will be taken in any 
case until a plan has been formulated 
as to how the labor affected is to be 
employed in the home _§ territory, 
thereby preventing costly and dis- 
organizing migrations. 

Figures show that the value of 
automobile and accessories products 
dunjng the past year was nearly two 
and a half billion dollars and that 
the industry employed approximate- 
ly 1,000,000 men, who supported five 
per cent of the country’s population.

This City’s need of more street car service, the 
right of thousands of St. Louis security holders to fair treatment, 
and the City Government’s duty to act promptly and justly are 
vigorously set forth in the following editorial published by 
Westliche Post a few days ago: ; 


are deplorably inadequate; there are still 
large areas of the City, especially in the 
South and Southwest, without direct street 
car connections. As a result, on lines 
nearest to such districts, the cars are at 
certain hours so terribly over-crowded 
that it is a torture to the passengers. 


‘This drawback could be rem- 
edied to a certain degree by developing 
the present loop system in the terminal 
points. It can be entirely abolished only 

‘by building new lines, whether subways 
or elevated. 


‘Attempts have been made re- 
peatedly in the last eighteen years to solve 
these problems, but always failed because 
of the specter of a disreputable past, which 
since that time has been an insurmount- 
able obstacle to all traffic measures. 


‘‘Because two decades ago brib- 


‘‘For months past the municipal 
authorities of St. Louis and representa- 
tives of the street car company have been 
holding conferences, to modify the com- 
pany’s franchises, part of which are not 
only obsolete but also contain elements 
incompatible with modern’ demands on 
public utility companies, and at the same 
time to guard the company against in- 
justice. 

‘Hitherto all efforts have been 
unavailing, which is regrettable from all 
standpoints, because the situation cre- 
ated by the uncertainty must bring about 
the disintegration of the service and the 
demoralization of the value of the street 
railway property.

While no plan has been evolved 
thos far looking toward the collec- 
tton of the war tax, it is presumed 
that each admission ticket to the ma- 
jor league parkg next season will 
bear an internal revenue stamp call- 
ing for 10 per cent of the face value 
of the ticket. The large percentage 
ef passes issued entitle the holder 
to a grandstand seat worth 75 cents. 

This is true of season pass books 
which are good for the 77 games 
played at home by the club issuing ft. 
Assuming that the pass holder attends 
every game played at home by the 
ciub, it will cost him 77 times 8 cents 
or $6.16 for the privilege of using his 
pass book. 

Right here ts where the magnate 
will be able to play his trump card. 
If the Government requires the club- 
owner to paste the internal revenu®eé 
stamp on each pass in the season 
book before it is given to the recip- 
lent, the latter must lay $6.16 in the 
magnate's cash register ere he is en- 
titled to the privilege of the book. 


Will He Pay It? 


There is no getting around the fact 
that the man clamoring for a pass 
usually doesn’t want to dig up even 
a nickel to see a ball game, else he 
would not seek to come in free. And 
the question naturally arises: How 
many pass-grabbers will be willing 
to stand a touch of $6.16 In order to 
obtain a season book? That’s the 
salvation of Mr. Magnate. 

The law leaves no loophole whereby 
the magnate can pay.the $6.16 in- 
stead of the recipient of the pass. It 
specifically provides that the pass- 
holder himself must pay the freight. 
It is barely possible that even the 
newspaper representatives will have 


to bear the tax since they are ad- |
